Theories About Rainfall. 
While we in this country have been 
Buffering for some years from a lsck 
of rain, some parts of Europe appear, 
according to statistics, to be getting 
more rain every year. 

Observations at the Observatory ol 
Paris show that from 1804 to 1834 th« 
average yearly rainfall im 602 milli- 
meters tan Inch Is about 15 millime 
tera). In the next twenty years the 
average waa 607; then from 1846 to 
1871 there was an Increase to R6; In 
the next twenty yeara It was 663, and 
In the last nineteen yeara the average 
has grown to 684 millimeters — about 
23 % Inches. 

The commonest theory to account 
for this Is that the smoke and dust 
rising from a large city favor the 
condensation of moisture. But this 
theory runs counter to the experience 
of London, the smokiest city of Ku 
rope, where no such Increased rain- 
fall la recorded. 

And In some of the mountalnoua re- 
gions of Prance the increase has been 
aa 73 per cent., aa 
years ago.
